Light Up the Night

fter 18 months of effort, and
Awith the pivotal help of Super-
visor Jacob, GMIA is elated
to announce that Caltrans has agreed
to our request and will install a street
light at the I-8 Park and Ride at the
eastbound exit of Fuerte and Severin.

GMIA undertook this initiative
because community safety is an
important focus of our organization.
When members expressed concern
that this busy Park and Ride is so dark
at night, our Improvement Commit-
tee requested Caltrans mount a street
light to illuminate the area. We were
informed by agency officials there was

no budget to fund the project. But our
Improvement Committee stepped up
their efforts, first researching lower cost
alternative lighting solutions and then
asking Supervisor Jacob for assistance.

Our determination along with the work
by Supervisor Jacob and her staff has
been successful. Caltrans District Divi-
sion Chief Marcelo Peinado advised
that their agency has confirmed and
funded a project to install one light
pole in the Park and Ride facility. The
Division of Procurement and Contracts
advertised and awarded the work on
March 2, 2015. We anticipate installa-
tion by summer. GMIA gets results!

Preserving Our

Historic Rock Wall

uilt in the 1930’s with manpower
Bfrom the State Emergency Relief
Administration, the rock wall
that lines the road to the Mt. Helix
summit winds 7,000 feet up to the
summit. It consists of more than 10,000

tons of carefully stacked rock whose
only reinforcement is a cement cap.

GMIA has been concerned about
damage to the wall where significant
voids from missing rocks are evident.
We asked Supervisor Jacob for her
help. As a result of that request, the
Department of Public Works spent
a morning with GMIA’s President
inspecting the wall. A work crew was
then sent to begin restoring the wall to
its original historic condition. s
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New Casa de Oro Library Top Priority

ast year, GMIA initiated a request for the County to consider a new,
Lfree—standing library in Casa de Oro. We noted that an appealing library
would be the nexus to bring together residents from the surrounding
area including Mt. Helix and serve the many schools within walking distance:
Murdock Elementary, Spring Valley Middle, Monte Vista High and Santa Sofia.
Casa de Oro (Campo Road) is on the southern boundary of our GMIA region.

Our research has shown shown that the footprint of our current library
(located in a strip mall) is very small — especially when compared to others in
the immediate area. Here we are, at the bottom of the chart:

On GMIA's behalf, Supervisor Jacob contacted Deputy Director Susan Moore
who has responded to our request. She has advised that Casa de Oro is “at
the top of our priority list for a brand new library.” She notes that the current
leased space is not easy to identify, not large enough to accommodate a real
Teen Space, and that the Community Room is undersized and heavily utilized.
Her conclusion: Casa de Oro deserves and can support a stand-alone, County-
owned facility of 15,000 sq. ft. — more than double the current library. We look
forward to moving ahead with this important initiative.

ver the course of the last few months, your GMIA Board of Directors met to
update our Strategic Plan. Our purpose was to create a five year operating
plan and to set realistic, actionable and measureable goals.

As a result of our fruitful discussions, we’ve drafted a series of new initiatives.
Thanks to our members who completed our survey which provided a foundation for
our discussion.

As a recognized leader in the community, GMIA’s advocacy role remains a primary
emphasis: land use, zoning, safety, water rates, and traffic are among the many issues
we address. Additionally, your Board identified these four areas of focus:

¢/ Promote positive community character

v/ Actively pursue improvement projects as they may benefit our neighborhood
¢/ Boost GMIA membership/increase organizational visibility

v/ Clarify Board processes

Car vs. Bicycle:
Safety on Mt. Helix

GMIA member has asked us to in-
Avestigate how the new ordinance

requiring three feet of clearance
between cars and bicycles will impact our
Mt. Helix neighborhood. Narrow, winding
roads with no shoulder or sidewalk are typi-
cal in our region. It’s hard to figure out how

cars and bicycles can share Fuerte Drive
with three feet of space between.

Looking for answers, GMIA contacted
Kevin Pearlstein, Public Affairs Officer for
the California Highway Patrol.  Officer
Pearlstein advised that the law mandates
“three feet of clearance when feasible”.
Drivers should “use their best judgment”;
go slowly until the road widens and it is safe
to pass; never cross the double yellow line.
